Local Industries Prepare 

for Expansion During 

Coming Months 



An increase in activity, rather than 
a recession, is expected to he the ef- 
fect that the close of the war will 
have on Antioch industries, in the 
opinion of local manufacturers. 

At the Pickard, Inc., pottery plant 
located on Corona avenue, the instal- 
lation of new machinery which could 
not be obtained until now because 
of difficulties resulting from the war 
was begun Friday. 

«'We expect this equipment to give 
us at least a 50 percent increase in 
capacity," states H. A. Pickard, presi- 
dent. 

Frostee Sno company, Main street, 
manufacturer of silica products, in- 
cluding Christmas and window dis- 
play ornaments, insulation, etc., has 
been putting in newjpvens and allow- 
ing for the addition of a complete 
new line of merchandise ajs.well as 
general increases in all of its pro- 
ducts, according to Mr. and iMrs. 
John Oftedahl, owners. 

At the Regal China plant on North 
avenue, where building has been in 
progress for some, time, Ray Gruidl, 
superintendent, stated — "Our greatefit 
difficulty has been that under War 
Manpower rulings we had to abide by 
limitations in hiding our workers. 
With the easing of this situation, we 
expect to continue expansion during 
the coming year at a greatly acceler- 
ated rate." 

Some of the local plants have al- 
ready announced plans for shortening 
their work weeks, while adding more 
employes to make it possible to cut 
down from a 48 to a 44-hour week. 

The Antioch area's two great in- 
dustries — agriculture and the resort 
trade — are also exipected to be af- 
fected favorably, with anticipated 
.^releases^pf farm . equipnient easing 
things' lor IHe^f armers, and removal 
of gasoline restrictions stimulating 
an already heavy influx of vacation- 
ists and commuters. 

Since the armed forces and the v/ar 
industries have both drawn heavily 
on Antioch's manpower supply^^JLhe 
release of servicemen and war work- 
ers is expected to ease the labor sit- 
uation here rather than to allow for 
much of a surplus. 

Many construction projects and im- 
provements have also been delayed, 
pending the end Of the war, and 
these may be expected to get under- 
way during the coming months.

Of course, not all returns on investments roll 
back into the purses of the country or of those being 
educated immediately. In the first place, they are not 
all financial. Some of them come back in the form of 
greater enjoyment, understanding or appreciation of 
people and things, ' 

Statistics are often quoted to show that education 
brings returns in the form of higher income, over the 
period of a lifetime, on the average. It is true, however, 
that there are often striking exceptions to this rule. 

Some of them are due to tlie fact that "making 
money" in itself seems to be something of a specialized 
gift. There seem to be certain people who have a flair 
for it, just as others have a gift for acting, carpenter 
work, cooking, gardening, sewing or music. 

Then, too, there are those who make large in- 
comes incidentally, as the by-product, 'so-to-speak, of 
the possession and use of some outstanding talent or 
ability. 

However, often education serves as a tool for use 
of natural talents to a fuller degree than might other- 
wise -be the case. 

Again, many "self-made'* persons who boast of 
their lack of education actually have given themselves 
a fairly good education by their diligence in learning 
things, their use of the powers of observation, and by 



their study of things in which they were particularly 
interested. ■ ^ ,** 

Life in itself is the greatest of'all educators. 

Schools and classes are, however, the most CON- 
VENIENT devices we seem to have been able to figure 
out, up to date,^for the transmission of knowledge, in 
concentrated form and within a relatively brief period. 
Not all studies are equally suitable for all persons, not 
all persons may wish to invest the same sum of money 
or tlie same number of years in education. . 

There are girls who would rather be waitresses 
than teachers; there are youths to whom the field of 
labor has more appeal than the career of a doctor. The 
world needs all of them, and it is hard to say which 
may be the more necessary. It is true, also, that the 
financial circumstances of familieis, and other circum- 
stances, have considerable bearing on the number of 
years some persons can afford to spend in securing their 
education. A rich man's son may go to college for 
four years because he can afford to do so, and because 
there is no immediate necessity for him ttf^ go to 
work, where a youth in a poorer family, whose earnings 
are needed to supplement the family income or who is 
obliged to get out "on his own" at an earlier age, may 
not be able to put in the years of study necessary to be- 
coming a civil engineer or an architect, for instance. 

It really seems necessary, in the end, for each 
one to determine for her or himself how much edu- 
cation, .and what kind he or she may find most use- 
ful through a lifetime.
